Killing o f Statio n Ag ent at Greencastle 
Two Years Ag o Will Be Cleared Up. 
Greencastle, Ind., Dec. 12.—The Put­ 
nam county grand jury returned an in­ 
dictm ent against Jesse Simms, thirty- f 
five years old, a Brazil( Ind.) b lack­ 
smith, charging him with the murder 
of Otis Hendren. Greencastle station 
agent for the T erre Haute, Indianap­ 
olis & Eastern Traction company, who 
was killed Sept. 28, 1908. 
Simms is in 
jail in this city. 
Simms denies his 
guilt. 
Although the officials b elieve 
they have the man who shot Hendren, 
the evidence surrounding the case is 
thought to b e circumstantial. 


Rio Janeiro, Dec. 12.—Thé reb ellious 
m arine corps has surrendered and the 
government announces that it is again 
in control of the situation. 
Two hundred civilians in the city 
and more than 200 of the m utineers 
on the island were killed in Saturday’s 
fighting. 
Many government b uildings, 
stores, 
warehouses 
and 
residences* 
were damaged during the b om b ard­ 
ment. 
Martial law has b een declared 
for a period of thirty days. 
It is reported that the causes leading 
up to Saturday’s revolt are trivial. 
Two warships, land b atteries and sev­ 
eral destroyers took part in the b om­ 
b ardm ent of the island. 
The m utineers on the scoutship Rio 
Grande Do Sul again b omb arded the 
city at 5 o’clock Sunday morning. The 
b atteries ashore replied. 
The people 
at first seemed to b e little concerned, 
b ut as the firing continued and casual­ 
ties were frequent, they b ecame panic- 
stricken and many of them hurriedly 
left for inland points. Quite a num b er 
of persons were wounded and the new 
m arket was seriously damaged. 
Altogether Saturday’s riot was the 
b loodiest affair of its kind that ever 
took place in South America. 
During 
the b omb ardment, which was kept up 
on b oth sides until the Cob ra Island 
fort was demolished, panic reigned. 
The b ooming of the guns and the ex­ 
plosion of shells served to drive the 
people into a frenzy of excitement. 
W hether b y accident or design, two 
mine^ of nitro-glycerine were exploded 
under the feet of the m utineers as 
they were making their last stand. 
Bodies b y the score were hurled high 
In the air, and the white flag run up 
Immediately floated over only a mere 
rem nant of the reb ellious forces.
